Oklahoma City, Ok., Dec. 16.—The 
(act of the legislature of 1911 creating 
the office of County Assessor is val- 
id and is not repugnant to the provis­ 
ions of the constitution, which pro­ 
vides that the legislature shall not 
impose taxes for the purpose of any 
county, city, town or other municipal 
corporation, and the legislature may 
impose taxes for purposes in which, 
although of a municipal character, the 
slate has a sovereign interest. 
So ruled the State Supreme court to­ 
day in reversing a judgment of the 
McClain County District court in the 
case of J. B. Thurston, Treasurer of 
the county, against W. E. Caldwell et 
a1., attorneys for the plaintiffs. In the 
trial court there was attacked the con­ 
stitutionality of the general revenue 
law of 1909, which 
empowered 
the 
county clerk to make the tax roll for 
county, town, township and school 
district purposes; the act 
of 
1910, 
known as the county excise board act, 
and the act of 1911, creating the of­ 
fice of county assessor and abolishing 
township assessors. These acts were 
unconstitutional, it was contended, in 
so far as they related to counties, cit- 
• wn ship, because they were 
repugnant to Section 20 of Article IO, 
Williams’ Constitution, 
which . pro­ 
vides that the legislature shall not 
impose taxes for the purpose of any 
county, cly, town or other municipal 
corporation, but may under general 
laws confer on the proper authorities 
thereof the power to assess and col- 
| lect such taxes.

climax to a sensational shooting case

Donohue, county attorney, and Allen 
was defended by Attorney Daugherty 
of Dewey.

of November 28, last, was

hack several weeks. Allen had per­ 
sistently caused Hines' house to be 
searched for intoxicating liquors, it 
was alleged, even aiding in the search 
himself. On the night of the tragedy 
the men met near a. church in Dew e jr. 
Allen swore 
Hines 
attacked 
him, 
knocking him to the ground with a 
weapon. It was then he said he drew 
a revolver and fired two shots, one of 
which entered Hines’ 
left 
shoulder 
lodging in the spinal column. Hines 
died forty hours afterwards.
